Compass Community Schools' lease with the Diocese of Memphis, both of which are excerpted below: 

• CSP Nonreguiatory Guidance Item F-4. states "Generally, this means that a charter school may lease space 
from a religious organization so long as the charter school remans non-religious in all respects, including its 
programs, operations, and physical environment. Most importantly, a landlord affiliated with a religion 
may not exercise any control over what is taught or displayed in the charter school. 20 U.S.C. 7221 i(1HE).* 

• The schools' lease mdudes provision S2|aHn). which states that the schools shal not "directly advocate, 
promote, teach or support a position considered gravely immoral by the Roman Cathode Church at the Premises 
as determined by the Bishop of the Cathode Diocese of Memphis,* and that the schools "shall not remove any 

l 


permanently attached statue, crucifix or other religious symbols from the Premises or Budding. Additionally, no 
permanently attached statue, crucifix or other religious symbols on the exterior of the Building shall be 
covered* 

In addition to y out guidance that Compaq Community friiooh Is not Inelglik for CSP funding baked on theae 

provisions, we have also received from Compass Community Schools a revision to the lease which is attached and 
acknowledges that "Compass schools are Tennessee pubdc charter schools and must adhere toad Tennessee state laws 
and standards* and that these schools 'are recipients of federal grant fundi* and must "remain incompliance with 
applicable federal and state laws, written guidance, and policies "
